Sees No Legal Problem for Monorail

Torrance City Council 
yesterday adopted a tenta­ 
tive budget for the fiscal 
yenr calling for the expen­ 
diture of $8,400.000.

Although a raise in sal­ 
ary was approved for all 
city employees including 
police and firemen there 
will be no increase in 
taxes.

An across the board pay 
raise of two and one-half 
per cent for police and 
firemen and a three per 
cent increase for all other 
city employers was unani­ 
mously voted for by the 
councilman.

The pay raises will be­ 
come effective April 1, 
ICKM.

Also adopted was a re­ 
commendation by City 
Manager Wade E. Peebles

that a widow's clause be 
adopted for police*, and 
firemen on the basis of the 
city's paying no more 
than it pays for social se­ 
curity per other employee.

Other benefits approved 
were a $50 per year uni­ 
form allowance for police 
and firemen; 50 per cent 
of cost of providing uni­ 
forms for city field em­ 
ployees as a part of their 
job requirements; approv­ 
al of 11 legal holidays for 
all city employees, and a 
vacation plan.

Other appropriations 
earmarked by the council- 
men included $20.800 for 
the Chamber of Commerce 
and $100.000 for the pur­ 
chase of Victoria Knolls 
Park.

A highlight of the meet­

ing was attendance of 
members of the Park and 
Recreation Commission.

Practically every mem­ 
ber of the commission of­ 
fered suggestions or hud 
ideas for improving the 
park and recreational fa­ 
cilities of the city.

City Councilman J. A. 
B ease ly noted that al­ 
though a total of $391.728 
has been appropriated for 
park and recreational proj­ 
ects many items originally
